InTestigalions of this character were 
conducted on an extensive scale dunng 
the past year. Of milk 950 specimens 
were'analyzed. Moat of it had been 
skimmed and diluted with water. Some 
had come from diseased cows, and some 
was thickened with soda, borax and 
soap. Butter was analyzed to the ex- 
tent of 210 samples. All of it con- 
tained an excessive proportion ol water, 
and much of it was adulterated with 
beef fat, lard or stearine. Lard, com- 
ing from America and Hungary, had 
borax and lime. Of 1,100 specimens 
ol Hungarian and Austrian wine, lii 
were artificial concoctions. Artificial 
coloring matter and cxoessive propor- 
tions ol water were found in many. 
Pilsner beer contained soda and Vienna 
beer glycerine. 
Of liquors, 73 had 


traces of arsenic or copper, besides in- 
jurious flavoring and perfuming ingre- 
dients.
